The fact that after 200 years personal liberty under representa¬ 
tive government still prevails is due, in no small part, to the 
“eternal vigilance” of a free press. The community newspaper— 
and there are over 10,000 of them—is an institution that lends per¬ 
manence and tangibility to individual rights as nothing else can.
